Venice city sticker crackdown 


Venice police officers will be issu- 
ing citations to residents who do not 
display a city sticker on the wind- 
shields of vehicles starting Monday, 
June 18, Venice Police Chief Farris 
Smith announced at Tuesday night’s 
meeting of the city council. 

Those receiving citations will have 
to appear in court and are liable for 
$50 fine, the police chief said. Vehi- 
cle owners taken into police head- 
quarters also will be required to post 
a $52 cash bond prior to being releas- 
ed from custody, he noted.

GC Steel 
sale OK'd 


~ The U.S. Justice Department has 
approved the sale of half of the stock 
of National Steel Corp. to Nippon 
Kokan K.K. of Japan. Among the 
plants which will be half owned by 
the Japanese is Granite City Steel. 

‘The Justice Department found no 
“competitive problems” in the stock 
sale, noting that Nippon Kokan, 
Japan’s second largest steelmaker, 
has only a small share of the U.S. 
Steel market. 

Spokesmen for Granite City Steel 
have predicted that the sale will 
open up international markets for 
steel made here. In addition, the ad- 
ditional capital from the sale may be 
used for additional facilities and im- 
provements here, including the 
possibility of construction of a se- 
cond continuous slab caster. 

NKK has agreed to purchase half 
of National Steel from National In- 
tergroup, Inc., for $292 million in 
cash and securities. It will buy half 
of National’s three steel mills, iron 
ore and coal operations and will 
assume existing debt and other 
liabilities relating to National Steel's 
business, including the sale of Weir- 
ton Steel to its employees.

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Madison School District 
settles leaking roof suit 


A year-long lawsuit against the ar- 
chitect and general contractor 
responsible for installing a defective 
roof on Madison County Middle 
School in 1980 has been settled, ac- 
cording to Illinois General Attorney. 
Neil Hartigan: 

Hartigan’s office reports that a 
final settlement of a $56,277 
negoatiated settlement has been 
sent to Madison County School 
District Superintendent John 
Palcheff. 

‘Assistant Superintendent Ward 
James says the settlement is ear- 
marked for replacing the middle 
school roof. ‘* ard has 
been notified,"’ James ‘but of- 
ficially there might be some other 
things come up (at the next board 
meeting), like the roofing material 
to be used."” 

The Attorney General's office filed 
suit last year on behalf of the Capital 
Development Board and the 

adison School District against the 
architectural firm of Henry R. 
Gabriel and Associates, Inc., M&W 


Group of Indianapolis, Ind., general 
contractor L. Wolf Company of 
Granite City and a number of sub- 
contractors. The suit alleged that 
poor design and workmanship in the 
construction of the building, par- 
ticularly the roof, resulted in water 
leaking into the insulation during 
construction. As a result, the suit 
says, the roof was never watertight 

nd leaked consistently into 
classrooms in the A section of the 
middle school. 

The suit stated further that, ‘‘as a 
direct result of the defendants’ 
failure to repair the defects...as 
obligated to do under the 
guarantee...the classrooms were 
unusable without extensive and ex- 
traordinary repairs” at the expense 
of the school district.

Lower bus fares 


during VP Fair 


The Bi-State Development Agency 
will lower fares on all it regular bus 
lines during the 1964 VP Fair, June,—~ 
30, July 1, and July 4, to encourage 
fairgoers to avoid expected traffic 
jams by leaving their cars at home. 
Fares will be reduced to 25-cents for 
adults, 10-cents for the elderly and. 
handicapped, and free to children 
under age five. Fares normally are 
75-cents and one dollar. 

“With an estimated five million 
visitors expected at this year’s VP 
Fair, Bi-State wants to make bus. 
transportation an economical and 
convenient alternative to the family 
car,’ said Michael H. Setzer, Bi- 
State general manager of transit. 
‘*We want to do our part to make the 
fair a pleasant experience for 
everyone.”’ 

Bi-State will operate regularly. 
scheduled weekend service on June, 
30 and July 1. On Independence Day, 
July 4, buses will operate according 
to Sunday schedules, 

Because of the greatly reduced 
fares, transfers will not be issued. 
Passeners will pay the lower fare 
each time they board a bus. Exact 
change is required on all Bi-State 
buses. 

Each night of the fair, following 
the fireworks display, passengers on 
regular service routes may board 
their buses*on one of the following 
downtown streets: buses which 
serve the northern portion of the city 
and county (blue routes) will be 
parked on 9th Street between 
Market and Locust; buses serving 
the northwest portion of the 
metropolitan area (purple routes) 
will be parked on Washington 
Avenue between Broadway and 8th 
Street; and buses which serve areas 
to the south and southwest of 
downtown (yellow and red routes) | 
will be parked on Locust Street bet- 
ween 4th and 6th. Illinois routes may 
be boarded at Broadway and Con- 
vention Plaza. 

Bi-State’s Transit Information 
Center, normally closed on 
weekends and holidays, will be open 
from 8 a.m. to noon on fair days to 
provide information on bus routes 
and schedules.

Governor James R. Thompson, 
U.S, Environmental Protection 
Agency Administrator William 
Ruckelshaus and General Assembly 
leaders were to meet at 7:45 this 
morning at the Executive Mansion 
to discuss proposed auto emissions 
testing legislation. 

The meeting was called to give 
Ruckelshaus and legislative leaders 
the opportunity to discuss penalties 
that may be imposed if the General 
Assembly fails to approve an auto 
inspection and maintenance pro- 
gram for selected Illinois counties, 
plans that are contained in Senate 
Bill 1863. That bill recently was sent. 
back to the Senate Transportation 
Committee. ‘ 

Senate President Philip Rock, 
Senate Minority Leader James 
“Pete” Philip, House Speaker 
Michael Madigan and House Minori- 
ty Leader Lee Daniels will meet with 


Ruckelshaus and the governor. 

“Thursday’s meeting will give Ad- 
ministrator Ruckelshaus the op- 
portunity to make clear the penalty 
we will pay if suitable legislation to 
test auto emissions is not approved 
before the general Assembly ad- 
journs. Without a testing program 
that meets federal regulations, Il- 
linois could lose $100 million in road 
funds, sanctions that would greatly 
harm an ambitious Illinois highway 
program for the coming years,” the 
Governor said. : 

“While we were left no alternative 
but to submit SB 1863 to meet federal 
demands, to lose millions of dollars 
in-federal road aid is something we 
cannot afford,” he said. 

‘Under SB 1863, car and light truck 
owners in Cook, Lake, Madison and 
St. Clair Counties would be required 
to have their vehicles inspected once 
ayear. 


Better report for Clinton 


The Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion’s latest assessment of progress 
at the Clinton nuclear power station 
concludes that Hlinois Power Com- 
pany’s performance ‘‘was found to 
be improved and acceptable in each 
functional area."” 

‘The report was issued May 23. 

It covers the period of Oct. 1, 1982, 
to Feb. 29, 1984. It is the fourth’ 
report issued for-Clinton; the last 
came out June 22,1983. 

There had been stop work orders 


in certain areas in the previous 
assessment period. The latest report 
noted a return to general construc- 
tion activities. 

The NRC reviewed IPC’s per- 
formance at Clinton in 11 separate 
areas. One area wasn’t rated; in all 
the others, a Category 2 rating was 
received. Category 1 is the highest, 
Category 3 the lowest. 

‘The rating for quality assurance 
was raised from Category 3 to 
Category 2 in the latest report.

History of Stallings School reviewed for Old Six Mile club 


By MARGUERITE LEXOW 

When I think of the former Stall- 
ings School, Alysia Robbins Seipel 
comes to mind. 

Stallings in Nameoki Township 
became part of Granite City Com- 
munity Unit School District Nine in 
1950. 

RECOLLECTIONS of the school 
were told to me before Mrs. Seipel’s, 
death, which occurred this spring, 
May 26, 1984, at the age of 85. 


Her mother was a Stallings. 

The mother’s great-great-grand- 
father, Abraham Stallings, came 
down the Ohio River in 1796. 

Her great-grandfather was Henry 
Stallings, for whom the Stallings 
area here.was named in the early 
1800s. 

MRS. SEIPEL remembered that 
the first Stallings School was built of 
logs. It was situated*about a mile 
from the second Stailings school, a

frame oné-room school, later ex- 
panded. 

One teacher taught all grades. Her 
salary was $25 a month and she had 
to be the janitor as well. However, 
the school boys helped by carrying 
buckets of coal into the school 
building from the coal shed after 
classes. 

The teacher was Miss Emma 
Oswald. She came from Alhambra, 
Ill., and boarded at Mrs. Seipel’s 
mother’s home, returning to Alham- 
bra on weekends. 

Mrs. Seipel shared a room and its 
bed with the teacher but recalls that 
this did not help her grades any. The 
instructor played no favorites. 

MISS OSWALD was considered to 
be a very good teacher and to have 
maintained good discipline, a 
necessity with so many children of 
all ages in a single classroom 

Mrs. Seipel remembered the an- 
nual school picnics, held in her 
aunt’s front yard. There were picnic 
baskets, with much good food. 
Everyone tried to outdo the others 

When Mrs. Seipel was in the third 
grade, her family moved to St. 
Louis. She graduated from the 
Webster School located in St. Louis. 

In succeeding years, her family 
moved back to Stallings. 


SHE TOLD ME that the land for 
Stallings School was deeded for a 
school only. If not used as a school, 
the land was to go back to the Stall- 
ings heirs. Agitation over this 
brought on a heart attack for her in 
1978. 

Records from the superintendent 
of schools office show that, at one 
time, the school trustees were Philip 
Braden, H.H. Strackeljahn and Fritz 
Harbig. 

School directors in‘ 1907 were 
Charles Smith, M. B. Moore and 
Mrs. Lillie Pettingill 

IN 1913, Mollie Kaufman taught at 


Stallings School for a salary of $60_ 


per month. 

Records on area schools were 
compiled by the Press-Record for its 
1971 historical edition marking the 
75th anniversary of the City of 
Granite City and for 1962 edition

“This organization is very lucky to 
have Sea World, Disney World, Days 
Inn, National Car Rental and 
especially Ozark Airlines, to name a 
few, who furnish tickets, housing 

~ and transportation free to the 
families. There are many com- 
panies donating large amounts of 
money, and individuals contributing 
who do not want to any publicity for 
their contributions or volunteer ser- 
vices,” the chairman added. 

“WITHOUT THEIR help and 
generous contributions, this project 
would not be able to function as well 
as it does right now. It takes approx- 
imately $1,500 for a family trip and 
we need all the help we can get to 
continue this venture, the local man 
noted.

treatment by the Dallas Cowboys 
Cheerleaders. 

“THIS IS ANOTHER time when 
the Dallas team did not want any 
publicity, while the family was 
visiting or after. It was just 
something they wanted to do-with no 
fanfare connected to their actions,’’ 
Sollberger said. 

Another boy was interested in fly- 
ing and airplanes and his greatest 
pleasure was a visit from two test 
pilots who came to the hospital 
especially to see him. He was in a 
depressed state at the time and, 
after a lengthy visit with the pilots, 
he “perked” up. 

To continue his interest in flying, 
Earl Tucker and Jim Barton of 
Granite City, who both have planes 
at Lakeside Airport, took the boy 
from the hospital and flew him to his 
home in Mount Vernon. During the 
flight, they gave him an impromptu 
instruction session and, at the end, 
let him sit at the controls. 

“THIS IS THE kind of thing that 
all our members do — just find out 
what a child wants and see that it 
happens. We are just average people 
doing a good thing, this is a little 
man’s organizations witn people 
from all walks of life bonded 
together to do a job for kids,” 
Sollberger explained. 

He added, ‘‘We meet on the second 
Monday of each month beginning at 
7:30 p.m. in the auditorium on the 
first floor of Cardinal Glennon 
Hospital in St. Louis. Anyone who is 
interested in helping children is in- 
vited to attend,” 

For every dollar that is donated, 
90 cents goes to the dream fund and 
the remaining 10 cents is used for 
postage and phone calls to arrange 
trips. Many people who have heard 
of the organization send donations 
from $1 on up and 70 percent of the 
checks are written by men, 
Sollberger said. 

MRS. PEGGY SOLLBERGER 
works dilgently with her husband on 
this program and said, ‘‘Time and 
effort are the keys to the project and 
you may be given just-a few hours to 
finalize plans for a trip after a doctor 
calls and tells you there is a child 
ready to travel, but all the work is 
worth it if you could. just see the 
families’ happiness when - they 
realize they can get away from their 
problems for a week. 

“Of all the children we have 
helped since September, one-third 
have since died, so you see, time is of 
the essence,” she explained 

Since September, a total of 53 ap- 
plications have been made to the 
chapter to fulfill dreams, of which 12 
still are pending.

The massaging of both sides of the 
body is known as ‘alignment,’ 
which deals with massaging 
muscles to help the body's natural 
healing powers. 

“The body will try to heal itself,” 
explains Buster. “If there’s an in- 
jury on the left side, the muscles will 
condense: around that stricken area 
and try to protect it 

“If the right side of the neck is 
sore, you have to massage that side. 
But you have to massage the left 
side, too, because it has been put 
through the tension of trying to help 
out the other side.

Buster says most massages are 
similar, although different techni- 
ques are used. 

“In the Amberboy massage, I use 
mainly the fingers, the hands, the 
side of the hands, maybe a little of 
the forearm. Someone giving a 
Swedish massage might use the 
elbows or the sides of the arms 

“Basically they are the same, but 
they use different techniques. Each 
masseur or masseuse will have a dif- 
ferent personality or different 
style.” 

Buster said he gives three types of 
Amberboy massages light, 
medium and deep. 

“The first time I give someone a 
massage, I'll give them a light 
massage to introduce them to what I 
do and and introduce their body to 
the touch or the movement of the 
hand. The light massage is based on 
relieving mental stress, anxiety and 
tension. 

“The medium massage is more of 
aligning the muscles and relieving 
stress. The deep therapy is when you 
go down and follow the muscle, go- 
ing down as deep as you can. That’s 
more for the athjete who is really 
sore or someone who is really having 
problems with certain areas of the 
body. You go a lot harder and it ac- 
tually hurts sometimes.” 


luster says there are three 
major stress areas in your 

body that need massaging.

Feet are put in a lot of stress 
because they carry the load of the 
body. A specialized massage to the 
feet, known as reflexology, has been 
developed through ideas from 
acupuncture. 

“The nerves that go into the feet 
connect to other parts of your 
body," says Buster. ‘For example, 
massaging a certain part of your 
foot can help out your intestines. By 


massaging your toes, you can help 
out your sinuses." 


[}e addition to the stress 
area, there are three ma- 
jor influences on stress — nutrition, 
mental needs and physical fitness. 

“Those three things interact with 
each other, If one goes wrong, it can 
affect the other two."” 

“Everybody that | massage, they 
usually come back,” says Buster. 
“Once they know what it’s all about 
and they kriow what I’m going to do; 
they're comfortable. But at the first 
one, they don’t know what I'm going 
to do and they're just laying there all 
tense."’ 

To offset the initial tenseness, 
Buster plays a tape specifically 
designed to relax individuals before 
a massage. The music, by Steve 
Halpin and Georgia Kelly, contains “ 
pianos, harps and flutes. Buster also 
tries to dispel any fears. 


“I explain everything to them 
before I do anything,” he says. “I 
tell them what the music is for, how 
I'm going to go about their body, 
what I’m going to do.” 


Buster says he has given 
massages to males and females, as 
have the center’s two female 
therapists. He said some customers 
prefer one sex, while ‘‘most middle- 
aged people don't really care.” 

“Some guys might think, ‘I just 
don't want a guy rubbing his hands 
on my body.’

Karen Costello has the opportunity 
this year to join the ranks of such 
people as Kirk Douglas, Paul 
Volcker and Helen Hayes. As local 
winner of this year's Jefferson 
Award, she will be considered in the 
selection of five national winners of 
the award for outstanding public 
service benefiting local com- 
munities. Douglas, Volcker and 
Helen Hayes received the national 
award last year in different 
categories. 

Mrs. Costello, of 48 Villa Drive, 
will be among five St. Louis area 
winners of the award presented with 
a bronze medallion, featuring a 
replica of the Seal of the United 
States. The presentations will be 
conducted tomorrow during a 
special luncheon at the’ Bel-Air 
Hilton in St. Louis. The local award 
has been sponsored by Channel 5 for 
the past six years. 

Mrs. Costello was chosen from 300 
entries as a Jefferson Award reci- 
pient last March because of her 
involvement in foster parenting, the 
Alpha Center for Pregnant Women 
in Distress, Hospice of Madison 
County and various church ac- 
tivities. 

The fact that she was nominated 
for the award was just as big of a 
surprise to Mrs. Costello as winning 
it was. She was nominated’ for the 
award by family friend Gladys Wag- 
goner. 


“I came home and the phone was 
ringing,’’ Mrs. Costello said. 
“Gladys said, ‘Are you sitting down? 
You are one of the winners of the Jef- 
ferson Award.’ I didn’t have any 
suspicion I'd been nominated. Reali- 
ty just didn’t hit me. They'd never 
said a word to me that I'd even been 
nominated.”” 

Mrs. Costello is humble about win- 
ning the award and is reluctant to 
admit her chances of winning the na- 
tional award, to be presented in 
Washington, D.C. 

She has been a foster parent for 
eight years, caring for 17 children 
from 2 days to 3 years old. Most of 
the children stayed in her home 
several weeks. One was with her 
nine months. 

That child was born with a heart 
defect. One of the highlights of her 
life, Mrs. Costello said, was finding 
parents willing to accept the conse- 
quences and adopt the child. Doctors 
had warned that the child may not 
have long to live. 

“‘He’s now a 3%-year-old chubby, 
bouncing boy. Modern medicine can 
do a lot, but I believe in good, old- 
fashioned tender ;loving care. He’s 
never had to have surgery yet,” she 
beams. 

Because of the emotional loss she 
felt when giving up that particular 
child, Mrs. Costello joined the Alpha 
Center for Pregnant Women in 
Distress three years ago.

The move to have Verticchio 
discharged came after Verticchio 
announced that he would appeal the 
dismissal of charges against Weber 
WEBER HAD BEEN. accused of 
directing an assistant (Keith 
Jensen) to obtain grand jury indict- 
‘ments before the March 20 primary 
(in which Weber was re-nominated) 
in an investigation of assessments 
practices. Weber was.also accused 
of telling the assistant to have the 


grand jury issue the indictments 
before the next session of the special 
grand jury which was investigating 
Weber himself, 

“I think it’s a waste of money,” 
said Weber in response to Vertic- 
chio’s appeal. ‘I think his (Vertic- 
chio’s) job is done.”* 

Verticchio said he believes the 
judge erred in dismissing the 
charges against Weber.

Nursing home reform 
needs a high priority 


SPRINGFIELD REPORT

Over the past to years, the issue of 
nursing home reform has become a 
very complex problem and one that 
should be addressed. Senior citizens 
who live in nursing homes have been 
neglected, abused, threatened, and 
some have died, because they are 
not getting the attention they need 
and deserve. 

These calamities may have been 
prevented if a stronger system of 
state regulation had been in place. 
Tougher criminal laws to deter pa- 
tient abuse and neglect may have 
also prevented the deaths of nursing 
home patients. Because of these 
reasons, I have been working with 
Speaker Michael Madigan and other 
members of the House to correct and 
improve existing nursing home laws 
to prevent more tragedies that in- 
volve the elderly and disabled. 

Everyone agrees the current 
regulatory system is not working 
and legislation is necessary to make 
sure it does work effectively. A bill 
that recently passed the House, HB 
2878, is one such piece of legislation 
that I believe will address the issue 
of nursing home reform. 

House Bill 2878 mandates tough 
enforcement against those who have 
committed abuses using loopholes in 
the existing laws and provides fairer 
treatment for those who operate 
quality facilities. 

The bill provides for tough en- 
forcement by cracking down on il- 
legal operators. For instance, 
unlicensed operators will be put out 
of business immediately by being 
fined $5,000 per day for_every day 
they continue if operation. 

House Bill 2878 also provides for 
the following: 

—Creation of a 24-hour hotline for 
reporting suspected nursing home 
abuses. 

—Mandating educational pro- 
grams to train people on how to 
detect and report violations. 

—Development of emergency 
plans for dealing with weather 
emergencies. 

—Imposition of fines of up to 
$10,000 for convictions of life 
threatenting or health threatening 
violations 

—Clarification of the duties of the 
attorney general and the states at- 
torney to investigate suspected 
violations. 

—Providing, under the Freedom 
of Information act, reports on nurs- 
ing home inspections to the public; 

—Implementation of new regula- 
tions allowing the Department of 
Public Health to move more rapidly 
to investigate abuses and suspend 
operating certificates when war- 
ranted. 

The nursing home reform bill 
passed the House overwhelmingly 
on a vote of 90 to 0, and is pending in 
the Senate for further consideration. 
Senator Aldo DeAngelis (R-Chicago 
Heights) is the co-sponsor of the 
legislation in the Senate and has said 
he expects the bill to receive a 
speedy approval. 

Another. piece of legislation which 
will improve the health care of the 
elderly is House Bill 2426. This bill is 
designed to provide a limited pro- 
gram of home health care services 
aimed at preventing unnecessary or

premature placement of elderly per- 
sons into nursing homes. 

House Bill 2426, as passed by the 
House, directs the Department on 
Aging to designate three separate 
areas in Illinois for pilot home health 
care projects to be undertaken. 
These pilot projects must be licens- 
ed home health agencies and should 
he operational no later than January 
1985. 


It is my hope that this home health 
care project will help the legislature 
identify the gaps and shortfalls in 
present Medicaid and Medicare 
home health coverage so that the 
Department on Aging can direct pre- 
sent home health care resources 
toward areas identified as deficient. 

The House has included an addi- 
tional $112,000 within the Depart- 
ment on Aging budget to provide suf- 
ficient funds to initiate this program 
and allow the Department to fund 
several in-home services in 
designated areas. An advisory com- 
mittee, within the Department, will 
oversee the project and advise and 
counsel Aging officials on the quality 
and adequacy of in-home services. 

Among the services provided are 
in-home nursing | services, 
housekeeping, home delivered 
meals, education in personal care 
and hygiene, respite care and other 
non-medical social services that 
may allow persons to remain self- 
sufficient and independent. 

I would very much like to see this 
program successfully implemented _, 
on a state-wide basis because it 
would delay the painful act of plac./ 
ing our loved ones into nursing’ 
homes.

Employment and unemployment 
statistics based on results of this 
survey are used to provide a continu- 
ing measure of the economic health 
of the nation. 

For example, in April 1984, the 
survey indicated that of the 113.2 
million men and women in the 
civilian labor force, 104.4 million 
were employed. The nation’s 
unemployment rate remained at 7.8 
percent. 

Information supplied by in- 
dividuals participating in the survey 
is kept confidential by law and the 
results are used only to compile 
statistical totals.

Belleville Area College (BAC) is 
meeting that -educational demand 
with new up-to-date classes and 
equipment and expanded day offer- 
ings at extension centers. As a 
result, the college has seen more 
students this year than ever before. 

ACCORDING TO statistics issued 
by the American Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges, 11 
million individuals enrolled in one or 
more community college classes 
during the past school year. 

More than 20,000 students enrolled 
this past year at BAC. During the 
fall semester, 12,415 students enroll- 
ed, a 3.7 percent increase over the 
same semester the previous year. 

The increase comes at a time 
when community and junior-college 
enrollments statewide and nation- 


wide are dropping. 
\C ENROLLMENT increase is 
e jally evident in its business- 


related programs. Enrollment in 
these programs increased 22.5 per- 
cent over last year. 

The most dramatic increase has 
been in the data processing pro- 
gram. This year, 3,518 students are 
enrolled in the program, a 38.9 per- 
cent increase over last year’s class 
of 2,544. 


Belleville Area College is a com- 
prehensive community college serv- 
ing approximately 13,000 students. It 
serves a 2,100-square-mile area, 
which includes major portions of 
Randolph, Madison, St.-Clair and 
Monroe counties and small sections 
of Montgomery, Washington, Perry 
and Bond counties.

A MEMBER OF the SIU staff 
since 1968, Miss Dusenbery was a 
professor of education and coor- 
dinator of several reading programs 
at the Carbondale campus until 1975, 
when she was named coordinator of 
the Science Awareness National 


Demonstration Project at SIUE. In 
1976, she became coordinator of the 
Learning Skills Center at SIUE’s 
East St. Louis campus and served as 
a professor in the University’s Ex- 
periment in Higher Education Pro- 
gram. She also has served since 1976 
as adjunct professor of reading in 
the department of secondary educa- 
tion, and in 1977, she was appointed 
acting director of the Supplemental 
Instructional Program. A year later, 
she was named director of the 
Academic Resource Center. 


Miss Dusenbery received her 
Bachelor of Arts degree in English 
at Washington University and com- 
pleted her Master's and Ph.D. in 


education, supervision and cur- 
riculum at the University of Iowa. 
Her post-doctoral studies include 
special education, media and 
reading institutes at Northeast 
Missouri State, the University of 
Minnesota, the University of 
Southern California and Syracuse 
University 


Previously, she had been 
associate professor of education and 
director of the Reading Clinic at 
Central Missouri State University, 
1966-68, and professor of education 
and psychology and director of 
elementary education and super- 
visor of student teaching at William 
Penn College, 1962-66. 


Should residents of Illinois be allowed to ob- 
tain a no-fault divorce? This is a question which 
has been debated in the Illinois legislature for 
many years. At the present time, Illinois is one 
of only two states that still require proof of fault 
in a dissolution of marriage. 

When the party seeking the divorce proves 
the other spouse is at “fault”, what we are ac- 
tually saying is that he must allege that his 
spouse is guilty of an act which established 
grounds for the divorce. Some possible grounds 
for divorce in this state include adultery, ex- 
treme and repeated acts of physical or mental 
cruelty, habitual drunkenness for two years, 
desertion for one year, impotency, or conviction 
ofa felony 

Should a party who wants a divorce have to 
prove fault on the part of his spouse in order to/ 
have the marriage dissolved? Even more im- 
portantly, if both parties agree to the divorce, 
should one spouse have to take the witness 
stand and allege that the other is.guilty of com- 
mitting various acts? There are arguments both 
for and-against requiring this procedure in I!- 
linois. 

The opponents note that requiring fault in a 


divorce merely serves to make the parties more 
hostile toward each other. When one takes the 
witness stand and alleges that the other has 
been guilty of extreme and repeated mental 
cruelty, for instance, this frequently is not very 
well received. In addition, opponents of the re- 
quirement of faultalso note that requiring this 
type of testimony at the time of divorce fre- 
quently puts parties in the position where they 
must lie on the witness stand. Those in favor of 
requiring fault,-on the other hand, note that 
marriage is a sacred institution and that the 
Legislature should not make it easy to obtain a 
divorce. 


Effective July 1, 1984, the Illinois Legislature 
has enacted legislation which adds to a limited 
degree a no fault divorce provision in this state. 
This new act states that if the parties have lived 
Separate and apart for two years and if “irrecon- 
cilable differences” have caused the “‘ir- 
retrievable break-down of the marriage,” then a 
dissolution can be obtained without fault being 
attributed to either party. The new law also 
allows the two year period to be shortened to six 
months if both parties will agree to this.
